The Lloyd-George budget or Brit- 
ish finance bill is being bitterly 
fought in the iloiise of Commons 
iuid the Dundalk Democrat tells us 
tliat the Iri.sh party in ravlianient 
is determined to offer vigt)rous op- 
position to every provision of the 
hill unfairlj and injorionsly affect- 
ing Ireland. The membera of the 
party met in canoui at the call of 
Sir. Redmond and diacnaaed the bod- 
pet fully. Every member ^orongUy 
niKierritands the Wll *nd will offer 
uiiii'iidnient s. 

AiuoiifT other ii nifMidnicnt s to he 
submitted by the Irish ])Hrty will l)e 
one proxidinfT that the yiehl of land 
taxes in each local area in Ireland 
will be given for the purposes of 
local government in such area. This 
will be a naefnl amendment if ac- 
cepted, as it will deatroy the effect 
of the land tax proTiaiona. 

Writing to the Giicego Tribune 
T. P. O'Connor, M. P., saya: "The 
scene in rarliament Monday night 
almost ended in n riot. .<»ueh as 
marked Glndstonf'.s hoinr ml" l)ill 
in ISS.S. The fipht in the House of 
Conimon.s is growing more bitter 
every hour. The Tories are trying 
to wear down Lloyd-George with 
tremendous filbusterings, and Lloyd- 
Oeorge ia trying to wear down the 
Tories by sittings prolonged to the 
small hours of the morning. When 
all other means fail Lloyd-(ieorge 
forces closure rules in the debate 
amid wild howls. 

"For the first time since the 0])eii- 
iiii,'- of the strufffjle the rejection of 
■■1 poitjon of the budf^et by the House 
■ i! I.iii'! seems ]iossible. jind e\i-ii 
the .Sneclatcir strongly recommends 
that the Lorda take this course. The 
Liberala declare at the same time 
that they will resist auoh action to 
the end. and if the Lords tamper 
with the budget the Commons will 
send it back a second and perha])s 
a third time, and the King will be 
asked to create, or threaten to cre- 
ate, as many new Peers as are neces- 
ary to past the oiU over the Tory 
majority. 

"The Tories,, on the other hand, 
will try to force a diaaolution, and 
the fight thua would be brought to 
the constituencies, with the whole 
future of i:iif;lnnd in the balance. 

"Both sides realize the gigantic 
iss-ue and are lining up their forces 
for this national battle. The mem- 
bers of the Ministry are closing up 
all differences, persona', .uid ])oliti- 
cnl, and A.srjuith, lOdward (Irey aii<l 
Ilaldane, nil old followers of'ltosi-- 
l)erry, come out flat-footed in sup- 
port of LIoyd-Georg«. 

"In the meantime the Irish party 
looks on, silent and watchful, now 
throwing its eighty rotes on one 
side, now on another, thus raising 
the liberal majority to 200 or reduc- 
iiitr it to 100. It gives general sup- 
oi't to all ]iarts of the budget not 
fliitlii^' Ireland unfairly. 
' Tlii^ policy plready shows ixpel- 
Irut results, but biL'i.'er results will 
follow, ,Tiid I would Hot be siir|ii'ised 
if, when the fight on the budget is 
finished, Ireland will have money 
sufficient to aettle some of the most 
crying internal reforms, such as the 
ilraiiiage of two big rivera, the Bar- 
row and Bann, which yearly de- 
vastate a large tract of country, de- 
stroying crops, property and health. 
I'ossibly, also, mom v will come for 
the settlement of the crying evil of 
the hotises in the unhealthy Irish 
towns and villages, one of the pi^n- 
ipal causea of Ireland's terrible an- 
nual mortality. 

"These reaulta will be more yrati- 
fying as demonstrating the folly and 
dishonesty of the Healyites' and 
other factionisfs' campaign. At the 
l)eginning of the bn<lget fight this 
eamjmign wo»ild hnv<> prevented all 
eon<'esslons from l.loy<l-(;eorge, de- 
feated Hirrell's bill and wrecked the 
Irish party, but now the faetionists 
are reduced to hilence. 

"The Iriah Independence, William 
Murphy and Tim Beatar'a organ, has 
ceased its attacks on the Irish party, 
and finallv Monsignor Browne, the 
alile Scotch priest holding a high po- 
sition, speaking to a great galhcrin',' 
of Bishops and priests at Maynootii 
College, ended the debate on the 
politicians by declaring that the 
Irish party and it alone have saved 
the Catholic schools in England from 
destruction. This is an undeniable 
fact certainly, but one not always 
recognised in Ireland and steadily 
ignored by all the faotionist 
agencies."

WHEIE PATIIITISM IS TADiHT 



.\otre Daino University In Indiana 
has itti own iiu^t of the Grand Ariuy 
of the Republic, and in its cemetery 
quite a Buml>er of those who wore 
Iho blue in those troublous times of 
ISO 1-65 are now sleeping. The 
survivors In the post decorate these 
graves every year on May ;!u, but 
only a few of those who llrsi put 
their names to the charter roll are 
now alive. Hosts of the priests have 
passed aNv.iy and only a few of the 
brothers ivmuiii. 

It is tiidiin at this season of llie 
year, wln-n .Americans, voiniK and 
iilil. are ci'lrhra t in^' the a n n i v i sa r \ 
of that tirst .luly 4, to travel on the 
wings of faiu y to that little cemetery 
of the Fathers of the Holy Cross. It 
lies on the banks of the lake at Notre 
Dame. Among those buried there iti 
Father William Corby, who gave ab- 
solution to the Federal tfoopa on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg. The Gov 
ernment will erect A monument to his 
memory at that historic spot, but a 
simple iron croas, bearing his name 
and address, marks his grave in the 
cemetery at Notre Dame. This ab- 
sence of distinction Is characteristic 
ol all the graves in the c<'ineiery. .Not 
even the last resting phue of the 
Very Hev. lOdward Sorln, ili^- rounder 
of the uinvi'rsil.\ . is marked in any 
different way. 

Near Father ("nrby s t;rave lies that 
of Father (ili;' 1. :ill' nnii;ii( iy known 
to Ihonsaails i.i scii.li. i s as Father 
Paul. It is told of him that once 
when be was driving a wagon he was 
ordered to halt and go to the rear. 
Gen. Grant beard of the matter and 
^'axe Mtri'.-t orders that Father Paul 
was not to be molested, "Because," 
said the General, "be has done morw 
to keep heart In my men than all the 
ofiicera in the army." 

Close at hand to these graves are 
those of Fathers Cooney. Dlllioii aiul 
Carrier, all (.'liaplaiiis through the 
siniKHle between .North and South 
•Mill rhiirter members of the (Jiaiul 
A l iny post There are busldes the 
Kiavrs of other priests and t)rolhers 
who wore the blue but who died be- 
fore te post was founded. There, 
too, is the grave of Brother Sebastian, 
a member of Sheridan's cavalry. Uf 
him it is related that whenever Gen. 
Phil Sheridan had some particularly 
dangerous mtsalon he always selected 
"Dare Devil Tom Martin." When the 
war was over this fierce fighter, who 
bore the severe marks of five bullet 
wounds, became a meek and humble 
soldier of Chiisi under the banner of 
Holy Cross and went to his grave 
one early niorniiiB In winter with 
oiil.\ the slniide chant of the priests 
and silent pia>er.s of his brethren as 
his soldier's recjuiem. 

And Hroiher Pol.\carii is burled 
there, the hl'iff old sailor who fought 
with Furragui and whose career, from 
the time he left bis home In Ireland 
as a boy to follow the sea until he 
donned the black habit of Holy Cross, 
reads like a romance. From time to 
time the studenta at Notre Damo 
are made familiar with the atorles 
of these great yet simple men In 
order that they may learn that 
patriotism and religion go toward the 
making of noble and saintly men. 



POPITLAR OLD TOIKR. 

.Miidiuel Sheehan, the veteran gro- 
cer and steamship agent, is now as 
he was forty years u^o, nn intense 
Irish .Nntionnlist and lliheriiiun. lie 
came t>> .Vnu'i*ica \\lieii ({iiite a 
yoiiiif;- man anil by energy and thrift 
was soon ena tiled to establish him- 
self in the grocery business. Year 
by year he added to his patronage 
until he npw enjoys one of the 
largest trades in the West End. 

He was not long in America bef«>re 
he began to help others to emigrate 
from Ireland^ Later ha established 
a steamship nirency in connection 
with his business, and without doul>t 
has aided more Irish iiuuii^rantB to 
tvirne to I.niiisville than any man 
now living in the city.

Kcntuckians frequently hear of 
the old New England blue laws, and 
yet there are comparatively few 
familiar vvitli their orig-in and 
whence came the name lilne hnvs. 
These la«s an- now coiisiilfied 
ridieiiloiis li\ the desei-iida ti t s of the 
old Puritans who defended I hem. 
'I hi- I'urilans left l]iiirland on ne- 
loinit of relig-ious per-ecutioii aiul 
mig-rutcd to .\iiieriea, laniliiif' at I'ly- 
muuth Kock in liiJi). From there 
they spread over the New Fngland 
Slates, then a vast territory peopleil 
only by the Indlaiis. These "Pil^'rim 
l athers," as they are called, sought 
relief from persecution only to turn 
persecutors themselves. These grim 
pilfrrims went straiglit to the old 
Mosaii' law for their code. In fact 
eaeh section of the capital laws has 
its llible text appended, a gruesome 
eoinliinut ion of senuon and death 
warrsiiil. 

The orif^iiial blue luws ui-r" those 
of the .New Ihuen eol.iny in ( Hii- 
iiecti< nt. .\t first tiiey wojc uiiwrit- 
len or imprinted. Finally tliey wore 
s\ steinal i/ed and printed by (iov. 
Katon, of Connecticut, in 1656. They 
were enveloped in blue paper, 
%vhenoe the name. The Plymoutn and 
.Massachusetts colonies also had 
their blue laws, calculated to send 
a chill through every human vein. 
Even New York, Maryland, Virginia 
and South Carolina, in fact all of the 
Fiifrlish colonial settlements in 
se\enlei'nth century .\mericn, had 
laws, orders and resolutions of more 
or less pronounced indigo ting'e. 

\\ iteheiaft was one of the trrsi of- 
fenses tak.'ii u]i by the blue laws 
of ('onni'etieiit. It was eiiaeteij that 
"If u man or woman be a witch, or 
hath consulted with a familiar Hpirit. 
they shall be put to death. If nny 
man steal a man or mankind, or 
selleth him, or he be found in his 
hand, he shall be put to deatli." 

The Puritans did hu rn women ac- 
"•useil of beiiijf wilidies and they 
made slaves of the Peijiioi Indians 
as till' reirulation punishineu' for 
oi i akintr tliesi- same Iduf l.iw s. 

Here are a few more suiiiphs cop- 
iiil frcun the code which is still 
fNtant in the Stati- lliuise in ( (Ui- 
nectieut : 

"No one shall run on the Sabbath 
<liiy, or walk in his garden or else- 
where, except reverently to and 
from meeting. 

"No one shall travel, cook victuals, 
make beds, sweep house, cut hair or 
shave on the Salibath day. 

".Vo woman shall kiss her child on 
the .^abbutli or fastiiiff ilay. 

"The .'sabbath shall lie-.'in at sun- 
set .ui .Saturday. 

•'If any inaii shall kiss his wife or 
wife kiss her husbanil tui the 1 
ila\ . the party in fault shall l»e 
isheil at the discretion Of the Court 
of -Magistrates." 

Hore is one that would affect 
smokers if it were still in vogue: "It 
is enacted that any person or petson 
that shall be caught smoking to- 
bacco on the Lord's day, going to or 
eoniing from meeting within two 
miles of the meeting house, shall pay 
twelve |KMice for every such default 

to the colony's use." 

Some of the old hlui- laws are 
still on the statute books in the New 
Knglanil .'States, lint nearly all have 
fallen into disuse.

Tnion printers are not only the 
most intelligent craftsmen engaged 
In the mechanical arts, but they are 
llkewiae more religions than men of 
other crafts. There are Infidels and 
apnoslii s unions tlieiii. of rourse. but 
on the whole the average iirinu r has 
a deep seated religious belief and lu 
lives up to it. S<inie of lluin are 
Hajillsts. others are Meihitdists. 
Episcopalians, Lutherans, a great 
many Catholics and some Jews. 

Joseph La Fleur, Secretary of the 
Milwaukee Typographical Union, has 
written an article for the press, and 
from It one gains Intereatlng Informa- 
tion concerning the religloaa feeling 
of the union printers. Mr. La Fleur 
tells us that <n the days of John 
•Onttenlx-rf.'. in the fifteenth century, 
all or nearly all printed publications 
iwere of a leli^rioiis eharncter. (iut- 
t ell lie Ilie iineiitor of mo\a1ile 
l.\ pes, \\ii> II nionl;. anil nearly all the 
selinliiis iif iliat time were not only 
(atliolies liiit priests ami monks. 
Work in i nMi|Hisin>f rooms was there- 
fore considered somewhat xucred. and 
it waa the eiiatom of the time to begin 
and end the day's work vlth prayer. 
In conseqtience of this fact the com- 
posing room was called the chapel, 
and those employed therein were 
members of the chapel; the Chairman 
of the room was "the father of the 
ehapel." I'j) to the present time these 
terms are still In use in every union 
composing room In the world, but the 
religious aspects have b»en elim- 
ina ted. 

.Mr. La Fleur also tells us that the 
"piiiitfr^" mass" now in vojriie in 
niaii\ lar^'e e ties of tlie I'liited SlMle^ 
Is no! an ancieni eiistom or tradition, 
but is one of the many results of the 
uplift work of the Internal lunal 
I'ypographical rnioa. He shows that 
the pioneer "prlntera* maas" is the 
one -celebrated in' New York City at 
St. Andrew'a eburcb, where one can 
see a real congregation of printers 
and neswpaper men. The mass is 
celebrated on Sundays and holy days 
of obligation at 2:30 o'clock in the 
morning. There is very much good 
feeling between Father Evers, who 
celebrates the mass, and his union 
I)rlnters. as he Is pleased to call them. 

In .Milwauk«e a printers' mass is 
<e!ebrated at 4 o'l lock every Sunday 
morning and a choir loinposed en- 
tirely of union typos furnishes the 
music. In Roslon another printers' 
mass is celebrated at 3 o'clock every 
Sunday morning, and one of the best 
choirs in the city, composed entirely 
of jirinters, reporters and editors, 
sing the mnstc of the mass. The Rev. 
Father N. F. Fisher, who celebrates 
the printers' mass at St. John the 
Evangelisfn church, Philadelphia, at 
8:46 o'clock every Sunday morning, 
says there is no such intelligent and 
devout congregation to be found any- 
where. 

The Paulist Fatln rs eel' Urate the 
printers' mass in their Ipinli in Chi- 
cago at n o'clock every .Sunda.%. Now 
Father Hegers. of St. Patrick's 
church, Sail I'rancisco, has inaugur- 
ated a printers' mass. Mr. La Fleur 
brings his article to a liajipy con- 
clusion thus: "i have stated iliat this 
religious inclination apjiarent among 
printers of today is due to the up- 
lifting Influence of the International 
Typorgaptaleal Union. The printer of 
today is not the printer of twenty 
years ago. Since the International 
Union shortened the workday to 
eight hours a remarkable improve- 
ment due to this alone is apparent. 
More time can now be devoted to 
reading and religious and social af- 
fairs. Aiiiitlier pli;i-e .if the slmrK r 
workda> which 1 miglii here nu-iition 
Is shown in the statistics of the Chi- 
cago T\ iiogiaphical t'liion, with a 
mi'iiihersbip of :i..">iin. Since tlie ad- 
vent of the eight-hour day the birlh 
lilt.' iiicreaswl 22.9 per cent. This 
is con.-idered important by sociol- 
ogists. 

"Among other uplifting influences 
of the International Typographical 
Union are the Union Printers' Home 
at Colorado Springs, In oonnertlon 
with which is one of the greatest 
tuberculosis saniit6riunis In the 
world; the old age pension; funeral 
benefit for all deceased members; 
technical training school, located in 
('liicai;o. ami last. Inii not bast, and 
to affoiil the hnndrefis of thousands 
of syni|iaihizers an opportunity to 
aid in the uplift, we have the printers 
union label."

President Roosevelt laid aside 
executive cares at a comparatively 
early age, and no doubt conteniplates 
living many years more than his 
predecessors as Presldtnts of the 
I'nlted Slates. It may be interesting 
to old as well as young readers to 
take a retrospective glance al the 
careers of former Presidents after 
I heir terms expired. T he average 
life of the nation's Chief K.vcuiives 
after retiring from the Presidem y is 
only twelve years and ten months. 

The illuatrlouB George Washington 
lived only two years and nine 
months after bis retirement, while 
his successor, John Adams, lived 
twenty-flve years and three months. 
Jamea Madlaon lived nineteen years 
and three months after his retire- 
ment, and James Monroe, six yekrs 
and four months. 

.lohn Qiilncy .-Xdains liveil iilneieeii 
years after serving iis I'reslileiil and 
i-epreseiiied his district in the House 
of Representatives. .Andrew- .lackson 
was alive for eight years and three 
months after his term, or about half 
the period that Thomas Jefferson, the 
thiril President of tlie I nited Slates, 
lived after filling two terms. .Martin 
Van Buren enjoyed a poat-Preai- 
dential career of twenty-one years 
and four months. 

William Heniy Harrison died ex- 
actly one month after his inaugura- 
tion, and his successor, .lohn Tyler, 
lived seventeen years after retiring. 
James K. Polk lived only three, 
months after relinquishing the Presi- 
dency and Zachary Taylor, whose 
grave is near Louisville, died In of- 
fice, sixteen months after his inaug- 
urallon. Twenty-one years was the 
time allotted to .Millard Fillmore al 
the expiration of his service, and 
Jaciea Buchanan had six years and 
eleven months. 

There were three martyr Presi- 
dents — Abraham Lincoln, James A. 
Garfield and William McKinley. Lin- 
coln had served nearly six months of 
his second term when he was assas- 
sinated. Garfield died from an assas- 
sin's bullet four months after his in- 
auguration, and William McKinley 
waa serving his second term when he 
was shot down. 

Aiiii: u iiihnson, who sneeeeded 
Lincoln, lived six years and four 
iii:iiiilis after i|Ulttliig the White 
House and sei-vd a jiortion of a term 
in the I'liited Stales Senate, l lyssi s 
S. tirant made a tour of the world 
and lived eight years and four 
months. Kleven years and eleven 
months was permitted Kuiherford 11. 
Hayes. Chester A. Arthur, who suc- 
ceeded Garfield, served the unexpired 
term and died twenty months later. 
Orover Cleveland, the first Democratic 
President In many years, lived ten 
years and seven months after com- 
pleting his second term. Benjamin 
Harrison enjoyed life eight years 
after retiring. 

It may be thai ex-President Uoo.se- 
velt, when he returns fi-oin Afrlc;i, 
may follow- in the footsteps of two of 
his predecessois. .lohn tjuincy Adams 
and Andrew .lohnson, by seeking of- 
llce in Congress. ..\t any i-ate there 
is every hope for him to live for 
many strenuous years.

-Nicholas DmeriMix refused to take 
hack his ^'ifi. '1 meant it as a thank- 
offering to .Minighty Uod for ])re 
serving me,' he said. Fifty years 
later the seme Nicholas Devereux 
\\ a s one of the foremost advooatea 
for tho founding of a CathoUo Col 
lege in Bome for the education of 
American priests, and he was able 
to promise his thousand dollars as 
one of the first founders. lie was 
helped in his campaign by the great 
.McMasters, editor of the New York 
Freenum's .loniiial, and though he 
did not live long enough to carry out 
his promise, his two sons did it for 
him, aubacribing each $500 of the 
r>o.ooo with wldch the college was 
founded."
